of D. Crawford & Co.’s department store on 
Broadway and Franklin avenue, in dis- 
charging twelve men for the plain and 
expressed reason that they proposed to 
vote for Bryan and Sewall.

WAS MR. GLADSTONE’S GUEST. 


The Prelate Was Stricken With Apo- 
plexy While Worshiping in 
Hawarden Church. 


LONDON, oct. 12.—Most Rev. Edward 
White Benson, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and Primate of England, died suddenly of 
apoplexy while attending divine service at 
Hawarden Church Sunday. 

‘He arrived at Hawarden Castle from the 
North of Ireland Saturday evening and be- 
came the guest of Mr. William E. Gladstone. 
He appeared then to be in robust health. 

He arose early on Sunday and attended 
the early communion with his wife and 
others. The weather was bitterly cold, and 
Mr. Gladstone did not attend the church, 


but at 10 o’clock the Archbishop and Mrs. 
Benson, Henry Gladstone, Mrs. Gladstone, 
Mrs. Drew and Dorothy Drew went to the 
morning service. The whole party occupied

the Gladstone pew, near the chancel. 

Waile the rector, Rev. Stephen Gladstone, 
was reading the absolution, Arehbishop 
Benson, who was kneeling, was seen to 
twitch in the arm for a few minutes, and 
he then collapsed. Henry Gladstone called 
to the clerk and others, who carried the 
Archbishop into the library adjoining the 
rectory. Doctors were hastily summoned. 
The stricken prelate was gasping painfully 
for breath. Applications of ether and other 
means to induce artificial respiration were 
resorted to. 

All efforts to rally the patient proved 
vain and he died in a few minutes. Henry 
Gladstone whispered the news to the rector, 
who announced the Archbishop's death. 
The hymn “Forever With the Lord“ was 
sung, and the dead march was played. 

Mrs. Gladstone conveyed the news to her 
husband, who was greatly shocked by it. 
The official medical announcement of the 
death to the Coroner stated that it was due 
to apoplexy. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury was born in 
1829, near Birmingham, and was educated 
there and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
of which he became a scholar and fellow. 
He was appointed first héad master of Wel- 
lington College in 1858, and held that office 
till 1872, when he was appointed Chancellor 
of Lincoln Cathedral. In 1876 Disraeli had 
him appointed Bishop of Truro, then newly 
created, where he displayed great energy in 
raising funds for ‘the construction of a 
new cathedral. In December, 1882, at Mr. 
Gladstone’s recommendation, he was ap- 
pointed Archbishap of Canterbury, after the 
death of Dr. Tait. The Archbishop devoted 
his influence to social reforms, rather than 
to controversial theology. He was a leader 
in the Liberal High Church party.

CAUSES OF THE AGITATION. 


A Member of Parliament Lays the 
Blame on Radical Agents and 
Dissenting Ministers. 
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LONDON, Oct. 12.—Public interest is still 
intent upon the new ‘situation created by 
Lord Rosebery’s resignation and by his 
forcible speech, which makes him the hero 
ofthe hour. Seldom, in politics, has a sin- 
gle speech produced such a decided, in- 
stantaneous effect. The nation is in a 
much better frame of mind for taking an 
impartial view of the Eastern situation than 
it was three days ago. 

A letter published in the European edi- 
tion of the Herald, and addressed to it by 


an English member of Pariiament, de- 
scribes how the Armenian agitation meet- 
ings have been warked up. ;

CHILI’S FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


Several Measures for Relief Proposed 
and Rejected. | 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Oct. 12..—A Cabinet 
meeting has just been held at which the 
financial question was discussed. It was 
proposed by a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee recently appointed to issue paper 
currency. 

Another member proposed that the con- 
version fund be thrown into circulation and 


that customs tariffs be raised. The propo-f 


sals were all rejected. Only three members 
of the Finance Committee favor a return 
to a paper currency. 

The Finance Minister confirms the state- 
ment that the deficit for the current vear 
in the public revenue will be 10,000,000 
pesos. 

In official circles it isi Hinted that the 
number of those who favor the repeal of the 
conversion law is larger than the govern- 
ment cares to admit. 


DISPUTE OVER RIVER FUNDS. 


Officials Differ as to Which Appro- 
priation to Use. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 12.~—The 
Mississippi River Commission, to whom was 
referred the matter of the rectification of 
the river banks at Greenville, Miss.; Hel- 
ena, Ark., and New Madrid, Mo., has ad- 


vised that the sum requisite must be taken 
from the appropriation of $625,000 allowed 
by Congress for the general improvement 
of the river from Cairo to the head of the 
passes. 

Congress appropriated $64,000 for the rec- 
tification of the banks at the first two 
named places and $16,000 for similar work at 
New Madrid. The Attorney-General decid- 
ed that the act intended these improve- 
ments as special appropriations. The Miss- 
issippi River Commission now declares that 
they are not such. The Secretary of War 
will finally decide. If the money is taken 
from the general fund $144,000 worth of 
improvements on the river proper cannot 
be made.

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FOR THE REPEAL OF THE RULE. 


Many League Officials Want Sunday 
Racing Permitted—Sporting 
News and Gossip. 


That the question of Sunday cycle racing 
will give the L. A. W. solons some matter 
for cogitation at their next meeting in gen- 
eral assembly is eyident. The report of 
Chairman Sanders of the State Racing 
Board, which was published by the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, indicates that the feeling of 
the L. A. W. officials in this State is de- 
cidedly in favor of Sunday racing, or, at 
least, in favor of permitting Sunday race 
meets to be held by other parties who may 
feel disposed to indulge in that form of the 
sport. 

The Sunday racing question has caused 
the L. A. W. a great deal of trouble in this 
locality. The persistent efforts of the Sun- 
day race coterie to establish the custom 
of Sabbath 1 can not be called suc- 
cessful, but they have always been a thorn 
in the side of the L. A. W. 

It is well known that some of the officers 
of the League who have been most active 
in the suppression of Sunday racing are 
very much in favor of having the rule 
against it repealed. It is a matter of rec- 
ord that at the last meeting of the League 
that Messrs. Sanders and Robert, the Mis- 
souri delegates, made a strong appeal for 
Sunday racing. The Assembly refused to 
make any amendment to the rule and all 
that was left the Missouri delegates to do 
was to go home, obey and enforce the laws. 
That they have enforced them so strictly, 
was perhaps on the old plan that the best 
way to secure the repeal of an obnoxious 
law is to enforce it. 

At the next meeting of the Assembly 
Mizsouri will be backed up by the entire 
West. California has had the same troubles 
as the local officials have on the Sunday 
racing line. Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, Wyoming 
and all the other Western divisions have 
been similarly afflicted. They will make a 
strong and combined appeal to the National 
Assembly to ignore, if not sanction, such 
events. ' 

With all this power Hehind it, the meas- 
ure has more than a.good chance of suc- 
cess. If passed it will work, as Mr. Sanders 
says, a whole lot of good so the Missouri 
division. 

The passage of the measure will not carry 
with it amnesty to those who are under 
suspension for violating the rule against 
Sunday racing. Hence it would not be 
wise for any rider to indulge in Sunday 
racing, under the impression or belief that 
if the rule agains® it is repealed his sus- 
pension will be repealed with it. As long as 
the rule is in existénce it should be re- 
spected.

AND SPREADING NEWS. 


GOVERNMENT CONSIDERS IT. 


If the Scheme Is Practicable It Will 
Rob Seafaring of Many 
Terrors.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—An ocean highway, 
as perfect ag any road on land, is now 


to be possible, It may be established if the 
plan, which has been submitted to the 
United States Government, is carried out. 
It is a gigantic project which will close 
up the rift of six days which comes into 
the life of every one who now crosses the 


ocean. 

Reuben H. Plass of Brooklyn is the in- 
ventor. It provides for the establishment 
of a chain of stations across the ocean, 
located at distances and under conditions, 
the inventor claims, that will easily per- 
mit intercourse with every part of the 
land. 

Should a merchant wish to communicate 
with the captain of one of his steamers 
it would be possible to do so by intercept- 
ing the ship in midocean or elsewhere 
along the chain of stations. Should a 
passenger change his mind on the trip over, 
or for any reason desire to return without 
completing the voyage, a landing could be 
effected at one of the stations, a ship on 
the return voyage communicated with and 
the passenger taken off. 

By constant communication between land 
and these ocean stations a paper could 
be printed on each, thus giv o ocean 
: — each day a record of the world’s

RODGERS 18 BADLY wou ED. 


Purdue Is a Mass of Bruises erd Lies 
Uneasily Upon a Cot in the 
City Hospital.

George C. Rodgers is lying at death“ door 
at the City Hospital with a bullet wound in 
his abdomen. The wound was inflict:d by 
Charles Purdue, who occupies an adjoining 
cot. His injuries are not serious, consist- 
ing of innumerable bruises and contusions 
on the head and Face. 

Rodgers and Purdue had been friends of 
the Damon and Pythias order. They were 
bricklayers and when one had money it was 
at She other’s disposal. All summer Purdue 
had been out of employment, and Rodgers’ 
well-filled purse had been at his friend’s 
disposal. Only last week they returned from 


a trip to New York, the entire expense of 
which had been borne by Rodgers. 

Rodgers is 28 years old, is mafried, but 
doés not live with his wife, and lives at 
2623 Walnut street. Purdue has a room at 
108 South Jefferson avenue. He, too, has 
a wife, and although there has been no 
formal separation, she lives at 1035 Lef- 
fingwell avenue. 

Saturday Rodgers and Purdue spent the 
night together. They went to the theater 
and afterward stopped in at the White 
Oak saloon, et Seventeenth and @hestnut 
streets. They were parently on the best 
of terms and no ill feeling was apparent. 
The men separated with a hearty hand- 
shake and with the understanding that 
they were to spend the Sabbath together. 
They had taken several drinks, but both 
aver neither was drunk. 

Rodgers told a Post-Dispatch reporter of 
the occurrence Mondays. He told of the 
warm friendship that had always existed 
and detailed how they had epent the even- 


ing together. ; 

“After Prudue left,“ said Rodgers, “I sat 
down in the White Oak saloon and read a 
paper. I remained there for nearly an hour. 
At 8 o’clock I got up and walked home. I 
started to enter from the rear, and walked 
in the alley. Just as I opened the gate I 
was astonished to see a man spring at me. 
He was in his stocking feet and had a big 
club in his hand. He struck me across the 
head with the club and almost knocked me 
down. I recognized my assailant as Pur- 
due, and recovering I rushed toward him, 
demanding to know why he had assaulted 
me. He only replied that I knew why. 

“I managed to take the club away from 
him. I gave him a good beating and just 
as I was about to leave him he drew a re- 
volver from his pocket and shot me I 
didn't realize that the wound was serious 
and then I took the gun away from him. 1 
could have shot him, but I simply put the 
weapon in my pocket. 

“Purdue is a cowardly cur. After my 
doing all I did for him, to act as he did 
shows him to be devoid of principle. He 
knew I had a roll of money and I think that 
his motive was robbery.” 

Purdue had but little to say. He admit- 
ted beginning the fight, but said robbery 
was not his motive and that he would have 
been justified in — Rodgers. He said 
they had been friends for many years, and 
that he had done as much for Rodgers as 
Rodgers had done for him. He added that 
Rodgers had slandered his wife, but would 
not talk of the matter. 

Mrs, Purdue was disinclined to talk. She 
is a handsome woman, dresses well and 18 
gentle in speech. She said that she and her 
husband did not live together at present 
but she would not say how long they had 


avart. 

“While my husband was in New Tork,“ 
he said, “Rodgers tried to poison my hus- 
band’s mind against me. He told him chat 

had been forced to give up my romns and 
move because of my cheracter. This was 
false, I was compelled to move, but it was 
simply because could not pay the rent. 
I never knew of my husband getting in 
trouble before.“ 

Rodgers adinitted speaking to Purdue 

is wiie. 

„We were both Knights of Pythias,”’ he 
said, and when I heard the ugly rumors 
afioat I felt it my duty to inform my 
friend. He did not resent it at the time 
and thanked me for it. It may be that 
he became angry about ft, but I still think 
robbery was his only motive.’’ 

Dr. Otto Sutter, the Hospital Superin- 
tendent, says Rodgers’ condition is criti- 
cal and he may die during the day. Purdue 
was arrested, but in his wounded condition 
ee at the City Hospital for treat- 
men

NO NIGHT DEMOCRATIC MEET- 
INGS IN MORRISON’S BUILDING. 


100 ENTHUSIASTIC FOR HIM. 


East St. Louis Bryan Men Have De- 
cided to Quit Hurrahing and 
Hold Their Quarters. 


The Past St. Louis Free Silver Democracy 
is threatened with ejection from its head- 
quarters in the Morrison building in Missouri 
avenue. A week ago the keys of one of the 
lower rooms in the building were turned 
over to the local Campaign Committee, with 
the express understanding that the place 
was to be utilized by the East St. Louis 
Democrats as a sort of Bureau Sf Informa- 
tion until the close of the Presidential can- 
vass. The room fronts on Missouri avenue 
at the junction of Main street, one of the 
best locations in the city. The block Is 
owned by ex-Alderman C. D. Morrison, pres- 
ident of the Morrison Express Co. of St. 
Louis and East St. Louis, who is an extreme 
Republican and goldite. 

On Oct. 1 he leased the room in question 
to ex-Senator Henry Seiter of Lebanon, 


III., to be used as a wholesale butter depot. 
Mr. Seiter paid the rent until Nov. 1 and, as 
he was not ready to occupy the room, he 
gave his consent to the silver Democrats 
to use it for their headquarters. Mr. Mor- 
rison did not object at the time. The room 
has been well furnished and supplied with 
all kinds of free silver literature for gen- 
eral distribution, A stage has been erected 
in the north end of the room and every 
night in the week Democratic orators make 
the walls shake with the gospel of free 
silver salvation. On Saturday night 2 
meetirig was held at the headquarters and 
a ringing speech was.made by ex-Congress- 
man George W. Fithian of Illinois. The 
place has a seating capacity of 300 and 
was densely packed, as is the case every 
night. The crowd was extremely enthu- 
siastic Saturday evening, however, and 
an unfortunate feature in the affair lies 
in the fact that Mr. Morrison’s living rooms 
— 2 the second floor of the Dengcratic 
eadquarters. 

The shouts and yells disturbed Mr. Mor- 
rison’s golden dreams, and this morning he 
declared war on the headquarters. He told 
the campaign committee that * must 
elther vacate the premises or cease the even- 
ing demonstrations.
